Berlin, Jan. 8.- Printed copies of the 
amended army bill will be distributed in 
tho Reichstag on Monday, The debate 
on t ho second reading of the measure on 
Tuesday promises to l>o n stormy one. 
Prince Bismarck has announced his inten- 
tion of remaining in Berlin until tho fnto 
of tho bill has been decided. In govern- 
ment circles] loss confidence is felt as to 
tho passage of the l>ill and there are indi- 
cations that Prince Bismarck is open to 
compromise It is believed ho would ac- 
cept an amendment limiting the operation 
of tho bill to five years, but he will cer- 
tainly reject a proposal for a term of three 
years and will immediately dissolve tho 
Reichstag if that body persist in thus 
amending the bill. 

Tho government relies upon tho fears 
of dissolution influencing tho members of 
tho cuntro and the progressionist parties, 
and one of the results of the election 
would probably be the reduction in their 
numbers. The temper displayed by the 
clerical members of tho commission to- 
ward tho close of the debate showed no 
symptoms of tho dread of 1 1 i«j dissolution 
of parliament 

Horr Windthorst, the clerical leader, 
hud a sharp interchange of words with 
Gen. Von Schellendorf on the remarks by 
tho former, that Germany was living in a 
statu of profound peace, that she was in 
alliance with Austria and Russia, while 
alio was menaced nowhere. 

General Von Schellendorf declared 
that, as war minister, he had nothing to 
do with political considerations. The 
government had no shade of reason to 
expect that the reichstag would oppose 
the bill. It had already twice, voted for 
it, and ho was confident that the reichstag 
would finish by voting for it again. 

Hero "Windthorst responded angrily 
that tho reichstag would make no con- 
cession beyond what the commission re- 
commend. He oven menaced tho govern- 
ment with a coup il'etnt. 

Furthor soreness was caused by (Jen. 
Von Schellendorf's refusal to state or 
discuss what financial resources the gov- 
ernment relied on to cover the extra ex- 
penditure. On tho whole the prospects 
aro unfavorable to the government. Vot- 
ing in the reichstag will probably be in 
tho same ratio for the tnennate as the 
commission. 

"Sandy" Hoaiiis. 

London, Jan. 8.— It. is slated that tho 
Russian government has made proposals 
which aro calculated to peacefully solve 
tho Bulgarian difficulty. Prince Alex- 
ander of Battenburg, who intends to 
make an extended tour in the east in 
order to set at reHt many rumors regard- 
ing his alleged purpose of returning to 
Bulgaria, will start for Egypt in a fort- 
night.

One of the passen- 
gers received a severe blow over the head 
which may prove fatal. 

The directors of the Northern Pacific 
railroad voted against the proposed lease 
of the (). R. A N. jointly with the Union 
Pacific railroad on a basis of li per cent, 
on the stock. The directors unanimously 
voted to continue negotiations with the 
U. P. for harmonious trallie relations. 

At the annual meeting of the District 
assembly of the K. of L., held at Denver 
on tho 7th inst. , resolutions were passed 
endorsing Grand Master Powderly's ac- 
tions in the settlement of the southwest- 
ern and Chicago strikes, as well as his 
views regarding trades unions. 

A dispatch from Copenhagen says : — 
Tho Danish Fulki, thing lower house of 
parliament has been dissolved, owing to 
its refusal to agree to the government's 
financial proposals and army estimates. 
Tho elections for a now Falkethiug will 
take place on Jan. 28th inst. 

The seven engineers composing the 
special board on national ordnance plant 
are at Pittsburg, Pa., for the purpose of 
inspecting the larger mills there and to 
learn the cost of machinery, preparatory 
to submitting plans and estimates for tho 
erection of a plant in Washington for fur- 
nishing heavy guns. 

Joseph Mauri, a Brooklyn druggist, and 
his family were taken seriously ill on 
Monday last, and three of his children 
havo since died. A post mvrtem exami- 
nation w;iH held on the bodies of the 
children, and it was found that they came 
t<> their deaths from hemorrhagic small- 
pox. The other members of the family 
will die. 

Harry Fletcher, first assistant engineer 
on the Bteamship Alameda, and James 
Smith, water t ender, were arrested in San 
Francisco on Thursday, on a warrant 
charging them with being the cause of the 
death of James Sehroeder, a fireman on 
the same vessel. Both men, who gave 
bonds for $1000 each, took their arrest 
coolly and say that there is no truth in 
the report. 

Two hundred policemen, or half the 
force of San Francisco, are stationed 
along the lines of the Sutter and Geary 
street railways, and in consequence a large 
portion of the town is left unprotected. 
This state of affairs on the railroads has 
now existed twenty eight days, and as far 
as appearances indicate there is now less 
chance for settlement than at the begm- 
ing of the strike. 

Judge Pickett, of New Haven, render- 
ed his decision yesterday morning in tin- 
case of Win. H. Wallace, assistant super- 
intendent of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroads, and Stacy B. < )p- 
dyke, superintendent of tho New Haven 
and Northwestern railroad, accused of 
conspiracy by Thomas L. Moany, who 
charged them wirh blacklisting him.

An extraordinary stale of affairs in 
English foreign matters has just come to 
light. A short time ago a formal treaty 
between Russia and Turkey was oil the 
point, of being signed. This threw the 
British government into a stale of great, 
alarm, the assistance of Turkey being 
essential to an Anglo Austrian alliance, 
which was the keynote of Salisbury's 
policy, The Morning Post gave expres- 
sion to this feeling a fortnight ago but no 
one paid any attention to it. It said: 
"Tho time has come to warn Turkey 
against any further pursuance of a policy 
which might necessitate vigorous and im- 
mediate action on our part."

Teri'lltle Shipwreck. 

Norfolk, Jan. 8.— One of the most 
disastrous shipwrecks whichever occurred 
on the Virginia coast happened at 2 o'clock 
this morning near the Little Island life 
saving station, fourteen miles from ('ape 
Henry. Not loss than twenty, and pos- 
sibly more, lives were lost, among them 
five life-saving men who, in the discharge 
of duty, were drowned. The morning was 
bitterly cold and blowing. A snow storm 
prevailed, with wind blowing hard from 
the northwest. During a lull in t he storm 
tho life-saving patrol from the Little Is- 
land life-saving station sighted a large 
ship stranded on tho bar about 900 yards 
from the shore. When he saw the vessel 
he was going to meet the patrol from the 
Dam Neck station and exchange a check 1 1 . 
showing that both patrols had been to the 
end of their beat. Rockets wore fired to 
notify the crew of the vessel that she bad 
been seen. The most expert boatmen of 
the life-saving stations manned the boats, 
and in a moment were breasting the furious 
waves. They reached the ship in 
safety and four of the ship's crew were 
taken in tho life-boat and ten in tin: ship's 
boats, which were launched for the pur- 
pose. The two boats were making good 
headway for the shore when a wave of 
great power struck them, capsizing them 
instantly and pitching their twenty-two 
occupants out. The drowning men were 
carried southward by the sea and .some id' 
them were washed ashore.

Below is published the main portion of 
tho tire wardens report, for the lirst, year's 
service of the paid fire department, with 
the annexed list, of fire alarms during tho 
year. It will prove interesting to our 
readers as it shows that the new order of 
things has worked very satisfactorily in 
most particulars: 

Victoria, B. C , Jan. 5, 1887. 
To Ilia Worship the Mayor and City 
Council: 

Gentlemen- In presenting the lirst, an- 
nual report of the lire wardens of the 
city of Victoria wo consider it advisable 
to state that a precedent will bo thereby 
established which will prove beneficial to 
tho city. 

On .January 1st, 1880, in accordance 
with a bylaw, assented to by the proper- 
ty-owners, the city council assumed full 
control over the lire department. A num- 
ber of men were engaged at salaries ag- 
gregating $504.18 monthly. On March 
1st rules and regulations were passed and 
enforced satisfactorily. 

During the past year the expenditure 
connected with the department was neces- 
sarily very largo; but the tire wardens 
always kept economy in view. The steam 1 
fire engines Were almost useless, and it, 
became absolutely necessary to repair 
them. Horses were purchased and kept, 
in thu engine bouses. A lire escape, or- 
dered by the volunteer department, was 
paid for by the present council. Repairs 
and extra carpenter work became neces- 
sary in order to keep the engine houses 
y the workers 1 in proper condition. The salaries of tho 
olhcers and men, although very small, 
aggregated almost six hundred dollars 
monthly, .and the tire wardens found it 
practically impossible to conduct the 
affairs of tho department at a less cost 
during tho first year of its existence. It 
was considered advisable to purchase 500 
foot of canvas hose from Mr. Jos. Wrig- 
losworth, and, at the request of the chief 
engineer, 1,000 feet of carbolizod hose 
was ordered from T. Mcllroy, of Toronto, 
also 600 foot of canvas hose from Merry- 
weather it Sons, London. Appended is 
a;i inventory of property belonging to the 
city and in use by the tiro department. 

It is almost unnecessary to state that 
in case of tiro tho water supply is very 
good; a number of new hydrants were 
erected during the past year. On the 
completion of the reservoirs this city will 
bo tho best protected, in this respect, on 
tho Pacific coast. 

The efficiency of the department has 
been thoroughly tested, and, although the 
force is numerically small, t he officers and 
men are to be commended for their 
promptness and ability. Appended is a 
list of officers and men, with their occu- 
pation, and salaries set opposite their 
respective names. 

During the past year two serious con- 
llagrations occurred, destroying property 
valued at £100,000. These, in addition 
to other fires which took place during the 
year, causes the lire record to be far above 
the average. A list of tires, with the es- 
timated losses is appended. 

The chief engineer has frequently called 
our attention to the small number of men 
under his control, and we consider it 
necessary, for the welfare of the city, that, 
our successors should seriously consider 
this matter and devise means for augment- 
ing the force. 

An extension hook and laddor truck is 
urgontly needed. The ladders at present 
in use will scarcely reach a two-story 
building. The lire escape is almost use- 
less on account of numerous wires across 
tho streets. 

A hoso carriage, to be drawn by one 
horse, is necessary. This matter was

The Monarch Line's Troubles. 

New Yokk, Jan. H. 'fhe Monarch 
Line's difficulties are still in an unsettled 
condition, as the libel which was placed 
on the Lydinn Monarch by Stevedore 
llogan has Hot, been satisfied, and the 
vessel could not, make its departure for 
London to-day. Tho agent of the com- 
pany admits that several other libels 'for 
small amounts have been placed oil tho 
Persian Monarch and other steamers of 
the line.

1 took no notice, 
expecting to bo prosecuted, and eventually 
received a communication from the water 
commissioner to appear before him on a 
charge of connecting a pipe to a pipe 
leading to the main. On the day and 
time appointed I appeared, by the advice 
of my lawyer, without witnesses, as he 
said the case was so trivial that his or 
thoir presence was unnecessary During 
the examination I cross-questioned the 
witnesses for the council, and each made 
a different statement, the first declaring 
it was connected to the branch leading to 
tho left; the second, Mr. Robinson, city 
clerk, saying the branch led to the right, 
and tho third maintaining they wore 
joined in a V shape, wdiich contradict ions 
fully proved thoy were making incorrect 
assertions through ignorance or otherwise. 
The whole charge I totally denied, and 
offered to prove the truth of my state- 
ment by uncovering tl 

expense. This, apparently, they are un 
willing to accept, knowing they would bo 
placed in a further quandary. This being 
tho case, tho only inference that can ho 
drawn is that thoy wore ignorant of the 
facts.

VOLCANIC RUMBLINGS. 

The appearance of an "exhausted vol- 
cano" at the Johnson street ward meeting 
on Friday night awakened more than cus- 
tomary interest. The volcano erupted a 
feeble string of resolutions which ho en- 
deavored to press on the acceptance of the 
meeting; but, failing to secure a seconder 
tho resolution fell flat amid jeers. One 
of tho resolutions was of an extraordinary 
character. The eruptionist proposed, 

"That In the opinion of tins mooting, no by- 
laws for borrowing money on the credit of the 
city and secured on the real ostato thereof .shall 
bo valid unless it shall have been passed by a 
vote of a majority in number of all t he owners 
of real ostato on the assessment roll, represent- 
ing not loss than two-thirds in value) of the 
total amount of real estate assessed on the roll 
and that, the legislature bo asked to so amend 
tho orihtinii law." 

What would be the effect of such a 
resolution if it should become law / To 
stifle tho voice of the small property hold- 
er and throw elections into the hands of 
monopolists and largo land holders. We 
will suppose a man to hold property, the 
value of which is 850,000. If tho resolu- 
tion should become law it would require 
just fifty holders of property valued at 
§1,000 to exert as much influence at an 
election as the $50,000 man ! ! What do 
tho public think of the proposition! 
What is their opinion of the volcanic 
author ! And how many votes is lie likely 
to get at the next election for the com- 
mons I It almost passes comprehension 
that in this enlightened, progressive, de- 
mocratic era a man should lie found in 
culu blood Ui propose to throw municipal 
government into the hands of a few rich 
men and practically disfranchise the poor 
by reducing their influenco to the mini- 
mum. Many years ago t he volcano was 
wont to pose as the "people's friend," but 
he was found out on a memorable occa- 
sion whon he shouted "To with the 

Poople ! I've worked long enough for 
the people. I'm now- going to work for 
myself." This brutal remark and his base 
betrayal of the interests of the farmers 
in opposing the market bylaw had pre- 
pared the public for a great deal; bul not 
for the disgraceful betrayal of the in- 
terests of t he smaller property owners as 
portrayed in this resolution. Another of 
the resolutions offered by the volcano, 
proposed to disqualify any person who 
site in the legislature for ;. seat in the 

council. Now, flie very best, safeguard 
tho public can have is a councillor 
in parliament. In the British 

parliament, aldermen are frequently met. 
London constituencies nearly always select 
their members from the board of alder- 
men and they sit, and vote in both bodies. 
"Joe" Chamberlain was mayor of Birm- 
ingham whon he first entered parliament. 
Mr. Howlatld, just re-elected mayor of 
Toronto, previously announced himself 
as a candidate for parliament. One 
hundred precedents could be men- 
tioned. In this province a member of 
parliament has sat two years in the Vic- 
toria city council anil where is tho evi- 
dence that he has taken advantage of the 
final position to advance legislation I hat 
■would bo prejudicial to the city 't At this 
moment two members of t he city council 
aro also members of the provincial parlia- 
ment and so far from the interests of the 
city being handicapped I hey are likely 
to be greatly advantaged thereby. 
It is safe to say that no legislation 
prejudicial to the commercial and political 
supremacy of Victoria will be allowed to 
pass unnoticed while Victoria councillors 
hold seats in t he legislature. The example 
of sending aldermen, or councillors to 
parliament, is worthy of being copied by 
other cities in the province. At this par- 
ticular t ime it is more than ever necessary 
that the council should bo represented in 
parliament. Perhaps readers will he in- 
olinod to think that too much space has 
boon devoted to I ho discussion of these 
Absurd resolutions and that tho wisest 
courso which could have been adopted by 
the presa would have been to treat them 
as tho meeting did with contempt 
principally for tho reason that the volcano 
is not an elector, not having paid his taxes 
for two years. The elootors, doubtless, 
are abundantly able to make their own 
■eloction without, the saucy dictation of 
tho eothaiiHf od Volcano, whose chief object 
is tho gratification <>f his private spleen 
And the placing of the mnallor properly

THE TOP-RAIL CLUB. 

Wo hare hod a little fun— wo women 
and girls of the Club. At oue of our nioet- 
ingH in October, tho last ono wo hold at 
tlio Top Rail, Mrs. Raymond said that 
when hor husband wont down to Phila- 
delphia with a carload of stock, ho heard 
one of tho brakonion twitting another ono 
about a blaok-eyed girl at Pottsvillo. Ho 
was surprised. Away off over tho moun- 
tains, who would bo apt to know anybody 
ait Pottsvillo, a small village so far away/ 

Mr. Raymond had to ride in tho e»- 
boose so ho could look after tho stock, 
and it was not long until two of tho 
brakoiiioii began to talk about Sally Sum- 
mars and Dolly Deans, of Pottsvillo 
both made-up names of women who lived 
in tho village. 

When he came home and told his wife 
about it and wondered who they were, 
she told us at tho Club, and wo said, "for 
a change," and to teach thorn a lesson, wo 
would find out about thorn. 

So tho schoolteacher wrote a letter, 
protending to bo a gentleman who had 
seen Sally Summers and admired her, 
ttir hor on tho platform at our station 
when ho was on his way from his home in 
tho east to Kansas. And would not she 
and her best girl friend bo standing on 
tho platform at our village station at a 
specified time when he and young Alonzo 
Deharo, his cousin, would pass on tho 
noon train ! And would they not please 
wear each a scarlet geranium blossom on 
the loft side of the corsage, the young 
gentlemen to do the same. Tho name of 
Harry Lane was signed and the letter 
mailed hundreds of miles away. 

We wore all ho amused wo could hardly 
bide our time, but at noon of tho day spe- 
cified we were at tho station. Wo did not 
go until just before tho train was due, and 
the schoolteacher ami one of the other 
girls carried geranium blossoms under 
their wraps. 

What was the surprise of t he Top- Hail 
Club to find, sitting in tho waiting-room, 
the wives of two respectable mechanics of 
PottHville, both women a good ways out 
of thoir twenties, geranium blossoms and 
all, fixed up with gay attire, wonderful 
bangs, and looking very wise and smart 
and as if they know something worth 
while— women of good standing in our 
loading churches, too. 

To Appear very innoceut and to mislead 
us, one of thorn said, in a laughing way, 
to tho station agent : 

"Now, Jack, if you think Cousin Nelly 
won't come on tho train say so, and we'll 
go back home." 

Jack assured her that ho thought Nel- 
ly would come. They never distrusted us. 
When the train came round the curve the 
two women stepped outside anil took a 
vory prominent position. 

Then our girls hurried and put on their 
flowers, keeping back a little. The women 
stood darting their eyes here and there, 
in that bold, roving way that no modest 
women ever does. 

When the train moved slowly away 
they still stared; then they looked at each 
other, and just when thoy turned around 
thoy beheld our girls with their badges of 
blossoms. 

Ono Top Rail woman said aloud, "So it 
seems that Alonzo Debare wasn't there," 
and tho milliner added, "And Harry 
Lano wa'n't on the train." At that all 
eyes wore turned upon tho two women, 
and the laughter that greeted them was 
far from complimentary. It was a good 
lesson. 

We have discussed this subject in the 
Club. An ignorant, adventurous, thought- 
loss, motherless girl might have been idly 
led into this kind of vice, but how could 
Toraen — the wives of respectable men, 
mothers of deai little children — so far for- 
got their duty as to thus orerstop the 
bounds of propriety I 

This is one of tho Club secrets. We 
nover told it on tho women, but among 
ourselves, at the last meeting at our 
house, we laughed over it while we sipped 
our tea. 

Wc had something now to tell the wo- 
men tho other day; we felt real good over 
it, too, and this was the way it came 
about: Susy, the tenant's wife, washed 
everything about our house one Indian 
summer day lately, and wo pitied hor and 
said: 

"Oh! don't mind those old gingham 
shirts of Bull's; he will nover wear them, 
and we'll give them to Rube for vory com- 
mon night-shirts in tho summer time." 

"Now, Miss Pipsey, if I were in your 
place I would have Lily :nak.> them over 
into nice little Hubbard dresses for Rose- 
mary," said Susy; "you can make lovely 
drosses of this beautiful pale-bluo and 
white gingham. Take the skirt part out of 
the flaps; they are as good as new and 
not faded, and from the upper part of the 
sleeves you can get good sleeves, and tho 
little yoke can be made of new goods, say 
blue and whito stripe or largo check or 
plain chambroy, with a stripe of the same 
about the bottom of the skirts. Dr. Mar- 
vin's wife, where I used to live over the 
mountains, always used up tho best of tho 
doctor's shirts for her two little girls." 

Mrs. Oaks answered tho question about 
bcdH and pillows that need some sort of 
treatment to remove the foul, unripe- 
feathery odor that annoys so many good 
housekeepers. Some women will persist 
in sunning them. The best and cheapest 
and most satisfactory plan is to put ticks 
out on a clean roof or grass-plat, out of 
tho glare of sunshine, but- in the wind and 
free, fresh air. Pat them up in a tossy 
way frequently; tly at them as though you 
meant business; turn them over and over; 
boat them so that no feather inside will 
remain near its acquaintances. This is a 
splendid renovator. It is to the' close, 
muggy feathers the same, as fresh air and 
exercise and a good game and hearty 
laughter and square meals are to (ho "hu- 
mans. " 

We could not induce any woman, we 
fear, to believe thaj feather bods laid out- 
doors during a sh over are invigorated 
and made as good as new, but wo know 
from experience that the plan is most 
gratifying in its results. All kinds of bod- 
ding should be aired very often, taking 
care to remove in-doors long before tho 
sun goon down into the west. In the Nov- 
ember days we took a comfortable oil' the 
springs of one of tho up-stair beds, It was 
not advisable to wash it, for that would 
mat and thicken tho batting; if was to., 
much trouble to rip it apart to wash and 
cover over, so we thought of Mrs. Oak's 
uiporienco in renovating bedding, an" 
one cool, frosty night wo laid it on the 
green, fresh, third-growth clover. Tho 
night, dews dampened it like a summer 
rain would have done. Then wo turned it 
over Once or twice during the day, and 
for a week wo "treated" the comfort to 
nil out-doors, occasionally patting and tos- 
sing and shaking it like a puppy would 
shake a slipper, and now that heavy, un- 
gainly heap of bed wear is light and puffy, 
and swoot smelling as the autumn woods. 

That was far butter economy and saving 
of womair-powor than to have washed it 
into a draggled, Hat, heavy wad of calico 
and stale batting.

Strange that any man or women can bo so 
peculiar in temperament. If he sees two 
persons talking together, ho ia certain 
that ho ia tho subject of conversation; if 
any ono ventures to crack a joko, ho is 
sure that there is a point m it meant for 
him. 

Neither years nor condition seem to 
bring any wisdom to such people. Tho 
larger proportion of persons given to 
bully ways are women, and woe to tho 
poor mortal who is bound to live with 
such through ties of marriage or relation-, 
ship.

No better broad than Mrs. Stuart makes; 
none with a flavor of ripe wheat, and 
nutty sweetness, and crisp, daintily brown- 
ed crust, baked in small pans greased with 
butter, can bo any bettor than hers. If 
the secret lies in the lively yeast that she 
always uses, tho knack of having "splen- 
did bread" as the minister calls it, can be 
any woman's if she so wills, and wo give 
tho exact formula, just as the teacher 
wrote it down. Not that she makes bread, 
now, did she get the recipe, but that girl 
gets a delicate little white envelope 
through tho Pottsvillo mail pouch every 
Tuesday evening, and putting this and 
that together, it is vory probable that 
Mrs. Mary, if not contrary, will some 
time want to make better bread even than 
"his" mother makes. 

Parboil, and mash by pressing through 
a colander, so that there will be no lumps, 
six or eight good-sized potatoes. Put in- 
to a clean stow pan, and pour over thoni 
a cupful of hot hop tea, made by steeping 
k handful of hops either tied up in a soft 
rag, or, better, we use an old teapot, and 
the toa will pour out without any leaves 
or sediment. This is an advantage and 
one of tho dodges that we found out our- 
self. Add to this one tea cup of w hile 
sugar, half a cup of salt, and a heaping 
tablospoonful of ginger. Stir well to- 
gether, and thou pour over it three quarts 
of boiling water; stir well, and stand in a 
warm place until you mix into a quart of 
cold water flour enough to make it tho 
thickness of starch. Then mix well to- 
gether, and let it come to tho boil, stirring 
all tho time the same as you do for gravy 
or starch. When cool enough, put m 
about a scant pint of good live, hop yeast; 
stir well, and stand the vessel in a warm 
place where it will not chill, and in three 
or four hours it will bo alla-fuam, After 
it has stood until it is about as light as it 
wants to got, then put away in a jug in a 
cool place. 

Mrs. Stuart says she has had it to keep 
good aa now all winter. For every quart 
of milk or warm water used in wetting, 
take a small teacup of yeast, and make 
tho usual way. Hut do not knead back, 
and let it rise more than ones before you 
mold it into loaves. It kills bread to 
knead back time after time, almost as 
long as fermentation can bold out. (If 
course, it. makes it liner grained, and 
whiter and puffier, but it is at tho sacri- 
fice of the vory life of tho good, sweet, 
moist, wheaty, foody loaf. It is on the 
same plan of women trying how much 
thoy can accomplish in a day, how much 
work they can stand, how nearly the}' 
can come to tho point of breaking down, 
and not quite do so. You understand tho 
homely and very practical simile, but not 
I ono of you women readers probably will 
heed or care for what we say. You would 
prefer to make "the whitest anil lightest 
bread of any woman in town." Well, 
wear your laurels. 

At the last mooting of the Top Kails, 
we were asked about how we kept winter 
butter, and as we. just finished putting 
our thirty pounds away, not fifteen min- 
utes ago, we have the formula vory fresh 
in our mind. 

It was October butler. A rosy ;>" n ng 
wife, living on a beautiful farm, with 
grassy meadows and clover lands, shut in 
by the greatest of autumn woodlands, 
and bounded on the east by a noisy wind 
ing creek - clear waters (lowing over bright 
Hands and rocks well, she, tho happy, 
rosy girl-wife, made tho butter for us 
made it just as good and firm and honest 
as it could be done, and packed it into 
now, straight crocks, that wore fresh from 
tho great ovens. Wc made strong brine 
one gallon sutliced to which wc added a 
little sugar and saltpeter, Bealdod ami 
skimmed, and when cold it was ready for 
use.

(Montreal Herald.) 
Victoria, B. C, Dec. 15, 1886. 
At last, there seems to be a chance of 
bettor steam service between Victoria and 
the mainland. Oapt. Irving of the C. P. 
Navigation Co., who lately returned from 
tho east, has contracted with a Son Fran- 
cisco firm for an iron screw steamship of 
1,000 tons, capable of making about 17 
knots per hour, to bo placed on tho route 
between hero and Vancouver. Tho con- 
tract price is about £200,000. As to 
whether local fares and freights will bo re- 
duced wo have no information, but there 
is ample room for improvement in that 
respect aa woll as in tho boate on tho 
route. Jt is also hoped that some sort of 
arrangement may bo niado whereby Vic- 
toria can have a daily mail from the east. 
As it is, wo receive a mail Sunday night, 
delivered on Monday morning, but Mon 
day's mail is not received until Tuesday 
afternoon, being sent round via Now 
Westminster. 

AT HOME. 

Two of our local dignitaries, D. W. 
Iliggins, M. P. P., and Mayor Fell, have 
recently returned from a trip east and ex- 
press themselves as highly delighted with 
their reception there. Mayor F ell waa 
greatly pleased with tho lire brigade of 
Montreal, and intends urging our city 
council to adopt several reforms in tho con- 
duet of our tire and atreet department. It 
is now proposed to construct a modern 
system of sowers throughout tho city 
which will have tho effect of considerably 
diminishing the amount of sickness in tho 
city and will render Victoria, with its 
magnificent climate, one of tho most de- 
sirable places to live in on this coast. 
Prof. Saunders of Ottawa has boon hero 
nominally for tho purpose of selecting a 
suitable site for a model farm. He 
spout a week on Vancouver island and 
two days on the mainland, and goes homo 
with the idea that he has seen enough of 
the agricultural districts of tho province to 
form an opinion aa to tho moat suitablo 
location for such a farm. As a matter of 
fact he did not see the best farming dis- 
tricts either on tho island or mainland, 
but as it is improbable that a aito will bo 
chosen before next summer, it is possible 
that tho professor will make another visit 
and become better acquainted with the 
place before anything is definitely de- 
cided. 

QUARTZ MINIMO. 

Recent arrivals from the interior con- 
tinue to bring in new samples of quartz 
containing more or less of the precious 
metals, gold and platinum. So far all tho 
gold taken from the province has been 
got from placer mines, but there is no 
doubt but that great quantities might still 
be got if quartz mining wore under- 
taken. Until now the obstacles in tho 
way of this have been the difficulty of 
getting at tho mines and the want of 
capital. Quite recently a couple of small 
stamp mills have been started, tho ma- 
chinery for which paid freight to tho 
mines at the rate of 25 cents a pound. In 
the interior and in the towns near tho 
Coast companies are being formed to carry 
on tho work of mining and working tho 
quartz. Many of these mines have shown 
up richly and others uioro moderately. 
As before mentioned, the drawback in the 
difficulty of getting in machinery, and 
with tho purpose ol opening up this 
splendid mining district a project is on 
foot to build a railroad from some point 
on the C. P. It. to Cariboo. It is thought 
that with present engineering skill the 
difficulties in the way may bo easily over- 
come. Preliminary steps to secure tho 
construction of such a road aro already 
being taken, and it is hoped that next 
summer will sco it fairly started. 

Politics in this part of tho country aro 
remarkably quiet, and tho Indians at 
Metlakahtla are not attracting as much 
attention as they did a short while ago. It 
has been pointed out by a writer in a 
local paper that if Mr. Duncan should 
succeed ill moving the Indians to the 
Suites, Victoria would lose in the way of 
trade about $100,000 a year. 

DEVELOPMENT. 

Now that British Columbia has easy 
railroad communication with eastern 
Canada, our local capitalists are. making 
efforts to secure the opening up of our 
own province. At the approaching ses- 
sion of the provincial legislature, at least 
three companies will apply for charters to 
construct railways in the province. One of 
these, tho Shuswap A' Okanagan railway, 
will open up a mining district principally, 
whilst t ho cither two, ono from Ladnor's 
Landing to Popcum, and the other from 
New Westminster to the -10th parallel, 
will develop some of the finest farming 
lands in the province. The last mention- 
ed road is seeking a charter from tho 
Dominion parliament. 

Socially Victoria ia very quiet. The 
men-of-war while here make things lively 
for tho time, but in their absence we have 
to bo content with a very ordinary per- 
formance given by aome very ordinary 
t ravelling company or by very mediocre 
local talent. Although it is now in tho 
middle of December the weather is quiet 
warm. Most people are still wearing 
ordinary summer clothing, very few over- 
coats are aeon and one can ait about the 
house with no Ores and the windows open. 
Tho weather is almost too fine, however, 
and makes one wish for a little Canadian 
winter with its skating, snowshoeing, 
tobogganing, etc. Next month ia our 
cold month, however, and tho little snow 
we get then may satisfy us. W. DaWEH.

Groat crowds collect every evening at 
Ely place, Holbom, to see the process of 
polishing what, is deemed the champion 
diamond of the world.

The artist works on tho 
stone with a curious looking polisher, an 
instrument described aa resembling a 
thick iah bit of ordinary firewood, with ono 
end cut wedge-wise and covered with com- 
position, and keeps scrubbing and scrub- 
bing with a gentle firmness. It is stated 
that the diamond, which is from South 
Africa, will, when fully cut, number a 
third more karats than tho Koh-i-noor, 
which will have to hide its diminished 
head in the presence of a luminary big- 
ger than a billiard ball. To fair New- 
Yorkers who dearly love and long for the 
diamond it may lie interesting to know 
that tho jewel is valued at, half a million. 
The very chips that are cut off in the 
polishing fetch small fortunes. Tho king 
of Portugal gave 810,000 for one of them: 
It is proposed to purchase this magnifi- 
cent gem by a national subscription as a 
jubilee present to the queen, to which tho 
admirers of England and tec English will 
be permitted to subscribe.- London.

LONDON CITY. 

Something About the Celebrated City Corpor- 
ation. 

New York Commercial Advertiser. 
Tho 9th of November each year is 
known to Londoners as the "Lord May- 
or's Day," for on that day the civic func- 
tionary known as Lord Mayor commences 
his brief reign of one year ovor the city of 
London. A greater difference botweon 
the mode of election and tho functions of 
a Lord Mayor of London and a Mayor of 
New York it would bo difficult to oon- 
coivo. In your Mayoralty election a week 
before, which attracted such deep interest 
hero as well as in the United States, your 
citizens voted direct for tho candidates 
for the Mayor's office, and, whon elocted, 
that functionary is tho executive officer of 
tho whole city. Here things aro totally 
different. There is no popular election 
horo, and the Lord Mayor, when chosen, 
merely ruloB over a tiny, infinitesimal 
portion of the vast London of to-day, viz, 
tho so-called "city" proper, an area ex- 
tending from the Tower of London to tho 
Tenlple, and from Holbom to tho river — 
a mere island in a constantly declining 
population. There aro somo 50,000 frnoa- 
fide inhabitants of tho "city" proper, ami 
some 4,500,000 outside, who are without 
any municipal institutions. It seems diffi- 
cult to realize so extraordinary a condi- 
tion of things, and yet Ibis is the state of 
London to-day. Threatened men, it is 
said, live long, and the same seems to bo 
true of threatened institutions. For this- 
littlo "city" corporation, which controls 
vast wealth, and which arrogates to iti.olf 
a position it is no longer entitled to oc- 
py ,has been threatened for some time by 
radical onslaughts, and yet if still lives, 
and had its annual gala day hint. Tuesday. 

Nor is tho Lord Mayor selected by a 
popular vote, for the city corporation is 
perhaps the closest and least popular body 
in the country. A Lord Mayor is each 
year selected by rotation from among the 
city Aldermen who havo served tho office 
of Sheriff. The persons who make the se- 
lections are the "livery men" of the vari- 
ous guilds, who meet for that purpose on 
December the 20th. In past times these 
so-called livery men were generally 
traders carrying on business within tho 
city of London. To-day many of (hem 
have no connection whatever with tho 
city. The livery companies aro now bodies 
of wealthy men, into whose ranks posses- 
sion of money and profession of Tory 
polit ics are the necessary conditions of en- 
trance. Every Alderman is the livery man 
of a guild, and the Court of Aldermen ; 
havo the right to grant powers to the liv- 
ely companies to increase their livory- 
i. e., to increase the persons who can pur- 
chase tin? legal right to vote in tho elec- 
inon of city officers and parliamentary re- 
presentatives. Thus the whole govern- 
ment anil suffrage of the "city" is based 
ui money, and a more corrupt arrange- 
ment probably does not exist in the 
world, 

There are twenty-six Aldermen in the 
'city," each representing one ward Some 
if these wards are absurdly small, one of 
thoin containing less than M00 constitu- 
nts, so that a Lord Mayor of London 
may have been originally olected by less 
than 150 votes as an alderman. Whon in 
office tho Lord Mayor is a judge of the 
Central Criminal Court (though he may 
be as ignorant of law as a Hottentot of 
the differential calculus), a justice of tho 
peace' and chairman of the Court of Al- 
dermen, the Court of Common Council, 
and the Court of Common Hall. Ho is 
also a member of the Privy Council, chief 
butler at a royal coronation, and a dis- 
penser in chief of civic hospitality. When 
I add that it has sometimes happened that 
a Lord Mayor could not speak tho Eng- 
lish language without some painful errors 
common to cockneydom the road will 
havo a sense of the charming incongruity 
of tilings. The late Lord Mayor, how- 
ever, useibto startle his audience some- 
times by excellent French, and tho pro- 
sent Lord Mayor is a university graduate. 
A Lord Mayor has a chaplain provided for 
him to look after his spiritual welfare, but 
with strict injunctions to avoid mention 
of all ugly texts, such as that describing 
tho difficulty of rich men entering the 
kingdom of heaven. In the "city," they 
believo in expurgated bibles. The Lord 
Mayor is further allowed £10,000(850,- 
000) per annum for his ordinary year's ex- 
penses, tho use of £40,000 worth of city 
plate and a huge, clumsy, gilt carriage, 
which is said to bo constantly needing 
Irage sums for repairs, to prevent it. fal- 
ling in pieces. The Lord Mayor has robes 
and a civic chain, and the Aldermen and 
Councillors have robes also. The Common 
Council is composed of 20(5 persons. It 
elects most of the officers of tho city, and 
has unlimited control ovor the cash. 

The Lord Mayor's banquets havo ob- 
tained a world-wide renown. Thoy aro in 
reality monstrous displays of extravagance 
and gluttony, forming a painful contrast 
to the misery and poverty which hem the 
city in on all sides; and when it is romoru- 
bered that tho cost of these banquets is 
defrayed out of public funds that might 
be used for the benefit of the negleted and 
badly governed London pooplo, the abuse 
sooms all the more monstrous. Somo years 
ago, when (he Prince of Wales received 
the freedom of tho city, tho banquet that 
was given in celebration of tho event cost 
about £27,000 («?l.'i. r >,000), which all camo 
out of the city funds controlled by theso 
closo corporations. On that occasion tho 
wine alone cost nearly 025,000, and tho 
menu cards cost hundreds of pounds. 
Within almost a stone's throw of the an- 
cient Guildhall poople have died during 
the last three or four years of literal stav- 
al ion. 

England is supposed to bo a free-trade 
nation, but this "city" corporation raises 
large sums by taxes on commodities— a 
speciOB of tariff similar to tho active duties 
levied in French towns. In 1604, by cor- 
rupt means the "city" succeeded in get- 
ting a taxing power ovor coal and wine. 
Thirteen pence per ton is levied on all 
coal coming within fifteen miles of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, of which Od. por ton 
goes to the general metropolitan improve- 
ments and Id. for "city" improvements. 
Tho coal and wino dues produced in 1K80 
the sum of £487,000 (*2,-t:t5,000). All 
grain coining info tho port of London is 
taxed, and in 1KHI) tho sum of £23,325 
was collected from this source. Tho 
"city" has also tho control of markols, 
and it has prevented good market accom- 
modation from being established in older 
to bolster up its monopolies. And furthor, 
tho city" extends its grasp over n por- 
tion of the North of Ireland — it at present 
enjoying municipal rights ovor London- 
derry and Coloraine, and controlling lands 
and fisheries. These privileges date from 
the time of James I. in whoso reign lands 
were forcibly taken from the Irish people 
and divided among the livery companies. 

The "city" is well lighted, paved and 
drained, and its police arrangementa aro 
good. Aim this ought to be the case, with 
such vast funds to draw upon. Butepoak- 
ing generally tho "city" corporation is a 
groat instrument of corruption. It if-sim- 
ply a huge gang of wealthy men — who 
manage to lino their pockets well, and 
who stand by each other against all ro- 
forming •' assaults, No wonde;' there is 
such anxiety to defend this citadel of pri- 
vilege, for pretty big interests are u stake, 
Hut it is probably not likely Kftfagt in its 
present form very much long Esquimau, .
